AEKIVALS OF GOLD MEDALS 
FROM 


PARIS.—The gold medals awarded to 
United States exhibitors at the recent 
Universal Exposition at Paris have been 
received by Commissioner General Mc- 
Cormick and will be distributed during 
the present week. 
The medals weigh 


three ounces each, and have upon one 
side a beautiful female head intended to 
represent the Bepublic of France anc 
upon the other a figure of Peace hover- 
ing over the Exposition building. Each 
m da' bears the naite of the exhib tsi to 
whom it was awarded, and is accom- 
panied by a diploma with the sig- 
natures of the Ministers of Agricul- 
ture and Commerce and the French Com- 
missioner 
General, 
designating the 


group and class in which the award was 
made, The medals are 1'26 in number, 
and there are twenty-three diplomas oi 
honor, which are considered equal to 
gold medals, and were chiefly given for 
exhibits made by the Government or by 
public institutions. Of these three are 
for the Bureau of Education, two for 
the Department of Agriculture and one 
for the city of Washington, in recog- 
nition of the excellent display of educa- 
tional material mnde by direction of the 
Public School Board. The Commis- 
sioner General has not yet been advisee 
when the silver and bronze medals wil 
reach this country.

the street, placed him in a hospital, 
where he recovered his health, and then 
got a situation as servant. Two years 
after his old master arrested and im- 
prisoned him as aj^unaway slave. Mr. 
Sharp brought the qlse before the Lord 
Mayor, who orderedffcqmerget to be set 
at liberty. But the muster seized him 
violently in the presence of the Lord 
Mayor and Mr. Sharp, on which the 
latter brought an action against the 
master for assault. The question of 
law was finally referred to the twelve 
judges, in February and May of that 
year, who decided unanimously that no 
man can be counted a slave on English 
territory. This decision is often quoted, 
as though the soil of Great Britain made 
a slave free; hut that is a legal fiction. 
Evidently, it is only when a slave (so- 
called) comes within the reach of an 
English court that his freedom is de- 
clared.
